Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on December 27, 2005, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 2, 3, 5 and 6 has been entered. 
Claims 1, 4 and 7-12 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4 and 7-1 2 are allowed over the prior at of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation of 
fixing the space defining member to the first substrate at fixing points thereon separate from 
each other while applying a tension to the space defining member, and releasing the tension 
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from the space defining member fixed to the first substrate, wherein in the fixing of the space 
defining member to the first substrate, the fixing points of the space defining member to the first 
substrate are located between points at which the tension is exerted. 

Regarding claim 4, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 4, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
fixing the space defining member to the first substrate at fixing points thereon separate from 
each other while applying a tension to the space defining member, and releasing the tension 
from the space defining member fixed to the first substrate, wherein in the fixing of the space 
defining member to the first substrate, fixing points of the space defining member to the first 
substrate are located between points at which the tension is exerted. 

Regarding claims 7-12, claim 7-12 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 4 
because of their dependency status from claim 4.
